Eighthly.— If tbr opinion of (ho aforesaid EnirlHi Government is fixoj on 
X'.iz pnrchaH: of the land sought for in accordance with the ofTcr and conditioni 
of Ibc purchaser or I lie lcs«cc. the ofTcr of tbc aforesaid EnglUh Government 
v-ill hi- acccj.led without further talk or demand, and the demanded lands will 
be sold or leased Lo the aforesaid English Government on these conditional

parties and Major S. G. Knox, Political A»cnt of the precious Imj>crial English 
Government, on behalf of the jirecious Imperial English Government, is duly 
aulhorifcd lo promise nnd docs promise that (he luvrn of Kuwait and )Li 
boundaries likewise belong to inc. Shaikh Mub.irak-us-Subnh, ruler of Kuwait, 
and to uiy heirs after inc. and Hint nil my, Shaikh Mubarak's, nxnince- 
uienls at Ibc prcs.-nt day shall remain in the hands or inc. Shaikh Mubarok-ua- 
Sul.ali, ruler of Kuwait, and to my heirs after me and Lhat, in tho matter of 
the Sli waikli lauds and of the lands which the aforesaid English Government 
may hereafter rent from me, Shaikh Mubarak-us-Subah, or from my heirs n.fter 
rnt, Ibc aforesaid English Government will not take customs on anvllun" in all 
the lands which they may rent or in which they may dwell nitbin'lho limits of 
Kuwait.

Political Aucnt of the precious Imperial English 
Gnvcrnmcnt. on behalf of the precious Imperial English Government, have, 
Fiibjcol to the important provision contained in paragraph 3 t;low, taken on lease 
in perpetuity from Shaikh Muharak-iis-Subah, ruler of Kuwait, on behalf of 
himself and his heirs, the land of which the boundaries arc detailed below and 
south of Dander Sbwaikh : — 

firstly The bouodary of the land on the Dorlb-wcst shall be 7,500 cubits 

in length in a straight line and situated iti it tbe coal-buusc which Shaikh 
Mubarnk-us-;ubah has constructed in these days in the aforesaid land and the 
straight line shall march, as far as possible, corresponding with the sea-line, 
but, apart from these two conditions, it shall be lawful to me, or to any other 
person, duly authorised on behalf of the precious Imperial English Government, 
to draw this direct north-western boundary at our choice and pleasure, and such 
bouiulare shall he accepted by Shaikh Muharak-us-SubaL, ruler of Kuwait, on 
behalf of himself and on behalf of his heirs after him.

Kuwait. Please refer to your telegram of the 3ist May. Pending further 
enquiry regarding Shaikh's objections foreign Office are at present unwilling 
to make communications. Shaikh should be given, to understand clearly that so 
far from his being sacrificed for quid pro quo this forms part of the price which 
he has to pay for permanent establishment- of his position on treaty basis and 
for recognition of his ample claims.
